E have Advice, Thac the Swedes be- 
ing atriv’d before Thorn, fent a 
Trumpet to demand a free paffage 
through it; which being refus'd 
them, they attack’d an advanc'd 
Fort, call’d the New Fort, and carried it Sword in 
Hand. They are now carrying on the Siege of that 
Place in form.

Dantzick, May 26. We have Advice from a good — 


hand, that Thorn is garrifon’d with 6000 Saxons; 
That there are 4000 Burghers init, That the Place 
is ftrongly fortified, and well provided to make a 
vigorous Defence. And, that the Army of the 
Swedes is reduc’d, by the Fatigues they have under- 
gone, and by the Sword of War, to 16000 Men. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 12. 
Hamburg, June 8. Letters from Elbing of the 28th 
of May fay, That an Exprefs was arriv’d there the 
day before, with advice that the Swedes were fat 
down before Thorn, and had taken a Fort by Storm, 
putting to the Sword all the Saxons that were in it ; 
= that the Saxons had loft 4 or 500 Men ina

Dantzick, May 30. The King of Poland has fig- 
nified to our Magiftrates, that his Majefty’s Intereft 
requires they fhould warn the Swedifh Refident to 
depart out of this City ; as alfo that his Majefty has 
thoughts of fending his Artillery hither from Elbing 
the better to fecure it.

from Revel of the 24th, and from Stockholm of the 
30th of laft Month,confirm the taking of Schanfterny 
by the Mufcovites ; and inform us, that a Body of 
1100 Mufcovites have made an Incurfion into Inger- 
merland, but were fallen upon by a Party of Swedes, 
who defeated them, kill'd 300, and carry’d feveral 
Prifoners to Nerva.

Elbing, June. Several Letcers from Warflaw, 
among them one from the Treafurer of Lithuania, 
Sapieha, affure us, that the King of Sweden has 
given direction for Inftructions to be drawn up for 
the Deputies by whom he defigns fhortly to make 
Propofals of Peace. 
faid to be thefe, 1. That the Republick fhall declare 
againft Mufcovy. 2. That Polith Livonia,Courland, 
and Samogitia, fhall be yielded up to the King of 
Sweden. 3. That the Sapiehaes fhall be reftor’d to 
their Eftates and Offices. 4. That a General Am- 
nefty fhall be pafs'd. They write from Memel, that 
the Mufcovites fince the raking of Schanfterny, have 
laid Siege to Kexholm and Nerva. Yefterday ar- 
riv’d here feveral Saxon Noblemen, who will follow 
the King to Lublin.

Wefel, June 1. 16 Pieces of Cannon are to be 
fent from hence to be difpos’d on the Redoubrs of 
the Line that is drawn about Gelder. The Blockade 
of that Place will be continued with a {mall Number 
of Men, and the reft will be fent towards the Maes. 
To day a Trumpeter came out of Gelder, who 
brought Money to the French Prifoners that are kept 
here ; and would perfwade us, That the Garrifon 
of Gelder is in fo good a Condition,and the Town fo 
well provided, that they are in no apprehenfion of 
being reduc’d very quickly. , 
From the Harlem Courant, dated June 12. 
Breda, June 9. To day pafs’d through this Place 
300 Ammunition Waggons with 500 Draught Horfes, 
and the Saddle Horfes of the Generals Tilly, Fagel, 
&c. the Baggage of the Regiments that went from 
Bonn down the River to Bergen op Zoom, feveral 
Coaches with 6 and 4 Horfes belonging to the Gene- 
ral Officers: and the Baggage of 12 Squadrons of 
Dutch Horfe,and 4 Battallions of Foot of the Troops 
of Munfter, which Cavalry and Infantry will be 
canton’d to-night in this Neighbourhood, and to- 
morrow proceed on their March, with all the Horfes 
Baggage, &c. abovemention’d, to Bergen op Zoom, 
being led by the Generals, Count Tilly, Fagel, and 
Erberfelt. The Prince of Saxe Heylburg and other 
Head Officers of thefe Troops, will lye to-night in 
this Place. On this fide of Bolduc they catch’d 2 
Spies, who are brought hither bound Hand and Foor. 
Hague, June to. They write from Rotterdam, 
That a Perfon of Quality is retir’d thither from 
Antwerp, to avoid being put under Confinement by 
the French; who as he reports, have clap’d up the 
Governours of Oftend and Dam. The Heers Van 
Lier and Van Haaren, Ambaffadors of their High 
Mightineffes at the Court of England, are to embark 
for Holland the latter end of this Month, and fome

from Both Sides. Now whether thefe Accounts that are 
publith’d by the known and acknowledg’d Authority of 
the principal Courts of Europe, give us a true and jut 
View of Things in their properLight; or whether they 
are difguis’d and drefs’d up in falfe Colours to deceive 
Mankind, and poffefs their own Subjeés as well as 
Strangers with an Opinion of the Juftice of the Caufe 
in which they are engag’d, the Wifdom of thir Coun- 
cils, the Sufhciency of their Funds of Wealth, the Dif- 
cipline and Valour of their Troops, the A&tivity and 
Vigilance of their Generals, the Succefs of their Arms, 
the Steadinefs and Vigour of their Management,and the 
Reafonablenefs and Equity of all their Proceedings; let 
every Man judge as he finds Caufe: We thall only fay, 
That we cannot fee how the* Publick can be furnifh'd
